States was rev* rently taken amid deep 
silence, 
When this had been conclud­ 
ed there was practically no demons!rn 
tion and the president began his in­ 
augural address. 
As soon as Im fin­ 
ished speaking he reentered tin cap­ 
itol, and as he disappeared within the 
building a signal was flashed to the 
navy yard and the roar of twenty-one 
guns was begun in official salute to 
the president.

Editor Was Acquitted. 
Winamac, Ind., March 4.—C. W. Rid­ 
dle, editor of the Winamac Republican, 
has been acquitted of the charge of 
criminal libel after one of the hardest 
legal contests ever witnessed in the 
Pulaski circuit court.

Vaccination. 


The Supreme Court of the I nited 
States, Justice H arlan delivering the 
opinion, has recently held that a Mas­ 
sachusetts statute requiring compul­ 
sory vaccination is clearly within the 
police powers of a state, and beyond 
the power of the Federal courts to re­ 
view. The claim was made on the 
part of the objecting citizen that the

Kress, th.- beginning of a special ses­ 
sion, an address by the vice president 
and the swearing into office of almost 
a third of the membership of the sen­ 
ate. 
All these official acts took place 
in the chamber just before the inau­ 
guration ot the preside ut ami vvere in 
reality, while themselves of great im­ 
port, the prelude of the more import­ 
ant event. The installation of the new 
vice president was severely simple, 
and as brief as simple. It consisted of 
a promise, solemnly made with up­ 
lift.d hand and bowed head, to per­ 
form the duties of ta t office and to 
support and defend th*' constitution of 
the United States. This was the oath 
of office, and it was administered by 
Senator Frye as president pro tempore 
of the senate. 
The two officials stood 
confronting each other on the elevat­ 
ed platform on which rests the desk 
of the presiding officer of the senate, 
practically on the same spot on which 
all the incoming vice presidents for 
the past fifty years have stood, and 
where a majority of American freeman 
have decreed that Mr Fairbanks shall 
preside for the four years to come. 
Plain and democratic though the cere­ 
mony was, it attracted to the senate a 
gathering of notable people, many of 
them of such importance that, in ac­ 
cordance Avith time-honored custom, 
their appearance was heralded with 
pomp sufficient to atone for the sim­ 
plicity of the official acts of the occa­ 
sion, if not to quite overshadow them. 
These guests included the foremost 
representatives of the official life of 
the capitol city, foreign and domestic, 
civil and military, and also many other 
persons of prominence from all parts 
of the country. 
On the senate floor, with his cabi­ 
net, were the president of the United 
States, himself about to he inaugurat­ 
ed: the diplomatic corps, the supreme 
court of the United States, the house 
of representatives, the admiral of the 
navy, the lieutenant general of the 
army, the governors of states, and oth­ 
ers distinguished by reason of position 
or achievement. These sufficed to tax 
the capacity of that part of the hall, 
and they were splendidly supplement­ 
ed and surrounded by the attendance 
in the galleries, consisting in large 
part of the wives, relatives and friends 
of the men who occupied seats below, 
many of them as distinguished in pri­ 
vate and social life as the others in 
the public service. 
The section of the gallery usually 
devoted to the private use of senators 
was today entirely* surrendered 
to 
what may be called the executive par­ 
ty, and was occupied by the families 
and immediate friends of the president 
and the vice president and of the mem­ 
bers of the supreme court aud the cab­ 
inet. 
The front row of seats on one 
side of this section was filled by the 
members of tbe president’s household. 
and the corresponding row on the 
other side by those of the vice presi­ 
dent’s, Mrs. Roosevelt and the wife 
and mother of Vice President Fair­ 
banks being prominent among them. 
Senator Fairbanks was escorted by 
the committee on arrangements to the 
platform on which sat President Pro 
Tempore Frye and Speaker Uannon. 
the former of whom was on the eve 
of performing the last act of his pres­ 
ent term in that office by administer­ 
ing the oath which made Mr. Fair­ 
banks not only vice president, but also 
the permanent presiding officer of the 
senate

twenty-five or thirty women. 
When the crash came the passen­ 
gers in the rear car of the first train 
were the principal sufferers, and all 
of the fatalities were in that car.
